He showed 
that the story of Moaes hid in the bul 
rushea -vfas pretty faithfully told of a 
Sarbon. The monuraenta and tablets 
dosoribed are about 4,000 years old, IIu 
says the region is not Bali explored vet, 
aud boliovos thot the limits of history 
oonoeruing Assyria may yet be earned 
back to mora than B. O. 4,000.

NEW SOUTH WALES. 

A Sidney "HetaWcorrespondent in 

Maitkiid writos; The waters of the 

late llood coatinuo to recede, but very 

slowly, and the lowlands are Btill 

covered and likely to remain so for 

Bome time. The farmers and sottlera 

to the Gouth of West Muithuid liavo 

either to make a detour of several miles 

or come into town by boats.The8e con- 
tinual serious visitRtionB are manifest- 
ing a marked effect on the energies of 

agricuLturists, and gradiiiiUy .staiuping 

out all that indomitable courage for 

which thoy have been noted for so 

many years. , , , 

I laeveral very aenous landslips have 

taken place at many parts of the banks 

of the river, not any, however, in the 

town of West Maitland itself. This 
may bo considered only a question of 
time, as the water encroaoUes nearer 
aiiU Btill nearer after every flood or 
freshet. Some time ago there was an 
•gitation for protecting the banks in 
the town, and several phuis wtie de- 
vised and couHidered, but latterly no 
no one hears of the subject. Perhaps 
when the present embankment at High 
street is finished (if ever it will be), 
and found to answer the purpose for 
which it was designed (which is more 
than doubtful), there will be another 
movement originated on a larger scale 
for the protection of the town gener- 
ally. Meantime, a few of the princi- 
pal stores may fall into the river and 
and form an artificial, though costly 
embankment at each particular place 
with the 'debris' of the ruined build- 
ings. 

Along the Wairoa Biver the whole 
countrv had been overflowed. The 
loss ha'd been very great to all kinds 
of property. 

There were very heavy Hoods at the 
Bay of Islands and great damage had 
been done. 

At Walmate the well-known bridge 
bad been carried away. 

Incessant and very heavy cold rain 
had prevailed at Wellington. 

Along the region adjacent to the 
river Murray during the latter part of 
June, in consequence of over three 
weeks of continuous rainfall, there 
was constant apprehension of Hood. 
Many of the tributary streams hud 
swollen to so great a degree that travel 
bad become well-nigh impossible. 
Crops on the lowlands are in many 
places submerged in water. The heavy 
and continuous rainfall has caused 
farmers to sow not more than one-half 
the area of the previous year. 

The flooded state of the country will 
prevent the Railway Department open- 
ing the first portion of tne Beechworlh 
line for some time. 

The steamer St. Osyth made the 
passage from England via the Capo of 
Good Hope to Sydney in 43 days ac- 
tual steaming time. This is the best 
time in the history of the Colony. 

The Postmaster-Geheral has notifi- 
ed that the Government' intends ask- 
ing the assent of the Legislature to 
the new Pacific mail contract, and has 
arranged for a temporary service cx- 
tendii ^ over a period of four montbs. 

From the pastoral districts satisfac- 
tory reports continue to be received. 
The increase to the flocks of the squat- 
ting interest is expected to be unpre- 
cedently large. 

Esteii.sivo preparations for the 
American Exhibition of next year are 
in progress under the supervision of 
the Royal Commissioners appointed 
for that purpose. The collection of 
specimens of our mineral deposits will 
be the largest and most complete y et 
exhibited by this Colony. 

The public finances continue in a 
most aatiafuctory position. The large 
surplus of revenue on hand has induc- 
ed the local bankers to addresb the 
Government on the iiuidviBabilily of 
doing all its business wi'-h one bank. 

Mining afifairs progiess steadily, all 
the feverish excitement has died out, 
and bpen succoedod by a uioro sub- 
Btautiul deveioponierit than what pre- 
vailed during the "uiining niuuia." 

A heavy galo sprung u|) in Sydney 
July 3d, the storm culmiuatuig lu a 
succession of fearfully heavy squalls 
between midnight and 3 o'clock on 
Monday morning. The steanishi]) 
Gemini was Hcultied ,tlie Lizard, yacht, 
wenl a.shoro, and a nmubor uf crafts 
vioro in various ways badly damaged. 
A portion of the breakwater succumbed 
to the waves. Oh shore the Acclima- 
tization Gardens sufifered badly, and 
at various points surrounding the bay 
Considonibl(; damage was done. 

'J'lio now Victoria liridgo has bocii 
o))enod Uii general traffic between tlir, 
two Jhuthuids. The structure Teflocts 
great credit upon the architect and 
contractor. It is very massive, and „ _ . 
nlthuugh not nearly so oriiaiiierital as | 'i^^^^^'i^-J'' 
the briiige it replaces, it will ijrobably ' 
last double the time. It was opened 
without any demonstration — no bot- 
tles of wine were wasted upon it, and 
no local celebrity was momentarily 
glorified by the occasion.

An application from Miss Cowan, of 
Allahr.bad, has been rocoivod for a 
grant of land for silk culture. 

A report shows that there are 1553 
aborigines settled on si-x Ktalions in 
Victoria receiving Government help. 

The sliip Duchess of Ediiiljurgh ox- 
porioiircil very rough we.itlier. Her 
doi;ks wore uwept from stem to stern. 
The Third Oflicor, Mr. McKay, son of 
Gou. M*ckay, was swept overboard 
and drowned. A seaman fell from the 
joreyard Bttdwao kiUtd.

The Bultan of Zmzibar'a visit to this 
country will, when two Wfeks more 
liavo gone, b'j a matter of history. S i 
far nfi the London is coucprned, it 
may almost be said to have teimiiiat il 
us tbe remaining days of his stay iu 
England will be mainly spent in the 
provinces. His Highness has been 
made tolerably familiar with the chief 
feature b of interest in the metropolis, 
and hia opinions of those may be taken 
us the general impressiouH which be 
will carry away with regard to Eng- 
land. In all lie ha.s seen he lia.s taken 
the most intelli'jont interest, for, as 
lifi hims ifexpiosscs it, "ho caiue to 
England for tho purpose of gainiiiL; 
such iuformatiou us would enable hi'ii 
the better to govern Zanzibar." He 
is anxious for the advancement of his 
p ople and country, and willing to co- 
operate with anyone who will in the 
least contribute lo thejfo ends. Litera 
ture and art have hia approval ai.il 
patronage. Ho is fmid of leadmg; he 
delights in conversing with learned 
men, and he posses es n library wbi h 
contains all the Arabic bo iks pi intoil 
111 Zanzibar, and c »iiBe(pieu: ly the rare' 
m uuuBcripts have to be tianslaled. 

0110 of these, entitled "A History of 
the Seyyids una tmans of 'O.uau, ' 
the Rev. Dr. Badger -who was the 
means of getting the Sultan redoas-'d 
faom his oxilo in Dombay — became 
possessed of. traiislalod it, mid had ii 
printed by the Ilakhiyt Society.

Although the Sultau has never before 
seen the eminent persouugea of this 
ctmutry, be is familiarly acquainted 
with their appearance. Ho possesses 
several largo photographic albiiiiis, in 
which are their portraits. Cfliise- 
qiieiitlv lie was able to say: "Thai is 
.Ml. Disraeli," or "That is Mr. Glad- 
sloiiG, ' when ho saw, but before he 
wan introilucod to, those statesmen.

At length Dr. Badger auggosled 
the title "Hajibu-'l Hajjab," which, 
in Arabic, means "screen of screens," 
llnis giving hiiu lo iiiulerstainl thai 
the ofliccr in ipiGslioii was the inodi- 
;ilor between the iieopie and llie 
(,) leeii, a iiosilioii best iiilelligiblo to 
[lie mind of an Arab liy the above do- 
iimtiou. His Highness reciprocates 
tho resjiect shown him by the English 
nobility; he says he never expected 
such an exiiibitioii of kimlness, and 
thut, generally speaking, "Ibeio is a 
great kindliness in theEnglish heart. " 

special care with him is not to draw 
lislinctions bolweeu the diDfei'eut clas- 
ses of English soc oty. Those who 
know him best say lie apjirecialos 
a poor person as much as a 
liidi one, although coiisidara- 
tions of policy may not al- 
ways allow this feeling to 1 er'nne ap 
parent. He has the uuiio t respect
